Seventeen People Injured at a Fire In 
the Chicago Stock Yard*. 
Chicago. May I".—During the prog­ 
ress of a fire which destroyed the lard 
refinery of Armour & Co. in the Union 
stock yards 17 people were injured, 
seven of them in a manner which prob­ 
ably will cause death in a short time. 
The loss to the company is estimated 
by its officers at between $750,ODO and 
$^00,000. with all the chances in favor 
of the latter figure. 
There were a number of accidents, 
but by far the largest number of those 
who were hurt met their injuries by 
the falling of the hog runway upon 
which they were standing to obtain a 
better view of the fire. 
The fire originated with an explo­ 
sion of three lard tanks on the fifth 
floor of the building.

St. Pierre, on the island of Mar­ 
tinique, ju st destroyed by the terrible 
eruption of Mont Pelee, w as one of 
the m ost beautiful cities in the West 
Indies, says the New York Tim es. Here 
were splendid homes, great factories 
and m agnificent estates. The loss of 
the city m eans the destruction of mil­ 
lions of dollars* w orth of property, ac­ 
cording to men who have been to S t 
Pierre and are fam iliar w ith its busi­ 
ness a Ac irs. 
There were more th an 25,000 people 
in the city. Of this num ber only some 
2,500 w ere white, and they w ere nearly 
all of French descent. The negroes of 
the island of M artinique are of the best 
class of negroes, most ot them Laving 
been educated in the schools of Paris. 
The w hites are in num erous instances 
descended from old French legitim ist 
fam ilies. The people are very sharply 
divided into “bosses” and laboring men, 
and the bosses m ake up a social circle 
. entirely their own. 
So sharp is the 
line of cleavage that the only club for 
Europeans a t St. Pierre w as known 
simply as the W hite club. The negroes 
had a club called the B lad: club. One 
of the old French families, th a t of the 
Perinnelles, had a palatial estate in the 
suburbs of St. Pierre, this being prob­ 
ably the_mo${ notable private estate in 
the ^*est Indies. 
* •- 
• * 
The “bosses” of St. Pierre w ere in 
nearly every instance engaged in the 
m anufacture of rum, sugar or cocoa. 
The rum factories are the m ost im­ 
portant, the article being m anufac­ 
tured from the sugar cane which is 
raised In great abundance In th e plan­ 
tations of the neighborhood. The most 
im portant of the ruin factories belong­ 
ed to M. de G aragarri, M. Savon and 
M. Berti. 
The Berti plant consisted 
of some five distinct distilleries, viflued 
a t about $500,000. 
The extensive sug­ 
ar plant belonging to Dr. G uerin and 
valued a t about $200,000 w as destroyed 
by the volcano some days ago, accord­ 
ing to cable advices. 
The seat of the governm ent of the 
Island is a t Fort-de-France. St. Pierre, 
however, w as the chief commercial city 
of the island. 
The m unicipality w as 
governed by a mayor and a council of 
tw enty-seven 
members. 
The m ayor 
w as M. Ilyacinthe Nicole, w ith Bene 
Clavius-M arlus and Amedee K night as 
deputies. 
The municipal governm ent 
w as housed in one of the m any fine 
buildings of the city. 
The topography of St. P ierre w as pe­ 
culiar. 
Facing the sea, w ith no laud 
protection w hatever from tides, its har­ 
bor w as not a safe refuge for ships in 
tim e of storm . 
The beach w as so ab­ 
ru p t 
nevertheless th at heavy 
d ra ft 
steam ships found it possible to go w ith­ 
in fifteen or tw enty yards of the shore, 
there 
transferring their cargoes 
to 
barges and lighters, which could steam 
up and down the mile or so of bench 
directly bounding the city. 
The build­ 
ings began w ithin a few yards of high 
tide point and covered the land, in 
spite of a very abrupt slope, for nearly 
a mile inland. 
D istinctive among the buildings of 
the city w as a Catholic cathedral, pre­ 
sided over by Mgr. Marie C harles Al­ 
fred de Cormont. This w as a magnifi­ 
cent structure for such a sm all city 
and w as built many years ago. 
In the 
diocese of St. Pierre there w ere three 
churches and several small chapels. 
in addition, there was a Jesuit college 
of no Insignificant proportions, there 
being about thirty-five professors in 
the faculty. 
The business of the city, outside of 
the export trade, was done through re­ 
tail stores. 
There were tw elve dry 
goods 
stores, 
tw o 
large 
hardw are 
stores m aking a specialty of farm ing 
m aterials and fonr brokers. 
The mon­ 
ey of the city was largely handled by 
the Banque de la M artinique, founded 
in 1851, w ith a capital of 3,000,000 
francs. 
In addition, there w ere in S t 
Pierre agencies of the Bank of F tp nee 
and the Colonial Bank of London. 
The city m aintained a com plete pub­ 
lic school system . 
There w as a fine 


lieut architectural feature of th© town. 
It w a s boilt of a whitish stone and, 
with its tw o towers, in which bells 
were bung. was sharply accentuated 
against the green background of the 
m ountains. 
The w ater front of the tow n extend­ 
ed for nearly tw o miles along the gen­ 
tly curving const. 
All the space back 
to the hills th at shut in the tow n w as 
filled w ith the low white boast» of 
the people. 
Some tw enty or tw enty- 
five streets ran down from the hills 
lo the w ater front. These w ere cut by 
irregular cross streets. 
The Hue de Victor Hugo w as the 
principal thoroughfare. 
All of the 
best shops were located on it. and it 
served as a parade for the fashiona­ 
bles when they made their appearance 
in the cool of the evening arrayed in 
the w hite ducks, panam a hats ami low 
cut patent leather shoes and the wom­ 
en either in the year old fashions of 
Paris or in the sp ik in g gayly chlored 
native garb. 
French w as the common language 
spoken, and nearly all of the white 
people w ere of French extraction. 
It 
w as a lively little place, aud its people 
had some of the light spirit and gay­ 
ety of their Gallic kinsmen. 
Always 
on coming into the harbor passengers 
noted 
the 
apparent 
freshness 
and 
cleanliness of the place. 
The w hite 
bouses w ith their green blinds and til­ 
ed or thatched roofs, the gay striped 
aw nings and vivid green of the back­ 
ground. m ade a cool, pleasant picture. 
Ashore the bright costumes of the na­ 
tive girls, the movement of the street 
life and the strangeness of the new 
scenes were a source of constant in ­ 
terest to tourists. 
Through every street ran an open 
gutter of w ater from the hills, and 
early In the morning, just when the 
cool daw n wind w as coming dow n from 
the m ountains, tb e s| gutters would be 
alive w ith people. The native women 
w^uld bring out their tall earthen jars, 
called “W elsh hats” by the resident 
Englishm en, to be filled w ith the cool 
flowing w ater. 
Babies were brought 
out and allowed to disport them selves, 
w hile their m others cleaned the house­ 
hold utensils. The stream s being fed 
from m ountain lakes, cleanliness in 
dress and habitation was common, even 
among th e lowest classes. 
Back from St. Pierre about eight 
miles, on a winding m ountain road, 
w as 
the 
fashionable native 
resort, 
Morne Bouge. H ere the rich residents 
had their country homes, and it is prob­ 
able th at when the flood of tire, lava 
and ashes carne down from Mont Pelee 
these w ere am ong the first bouses de­ 
stroyed. 
In the season, which began 
alm ut June I, there were usually 4.<XK) 
or 5,000 persons a t Morne Bouge. 
W hen the head of Mont Pelee blew 
off, the inhabitants in the town below 
had no chance of escape. The burning 
lava, the ashes and mud and tire fire 
came down the hills as the w ater had 
been coming for hundreds of years, 
and the people below were caught as 
fish in a net. The only open w ay was 
the sea, and th a t offered nothing but 
death by drowning. On the side of the 
tow n aw ay from the volcano the trop­ 
ical undergrow th came to w ithin a few 
yards of the houses, and the beach 
ended a t the city limits.

St. Vincent, which has also suffered 
(nun the eruption of its own Sou frier© 
Volcano, is one of the most beautiful 
and picturesque islands of the B ritish 
West Indian group, says the New 
York Press. 
It has an area of 131 
square miles and has been described 
j as one of the flashing jew els th a t lie 
like a necklace around the C aribbean 
sea. 
The last B ritish census credited 
it with a population of 60,000, of which 
a large m ajority are negroes engaged 
in the cultivation of sugar cane, which 
is the principal crop. 
Two hundred 
years ago it w as the home of the C arib 
Indians, who were induced by the 
French to join in a revolution against 
England. 
They w ere crushed, and 
thousands 
were 
transported. 
H un­ 
dreds, ra th e r than subm it, flung them 
selves into the sea. 
A few descend 
ants of these original ow ners of the 
island still exist on lands granted to 
them by the B ritish governm ent, 
St. Vincent, like all the islands In 
the group, is of volcanic origin and 
culm inates in the vast crater of Morne 
y Garou. which in 1812 was the scene 
of a trem endous eruption. 
Billions of 
tons of rock and earth were hurled 
high into the air. Fart, as molten lava, 
flowed down into the sea; part. shiver­ 
ed Into thin dust, w as carried high up 
into the clouds. 
For three days the 
aw ful convulsions of nature continued. 
The dust from the crater so obscured 
the rays of the sun and brought on a 
darkness so terrifying th at the few 
survivors believed the world had come 
to an end. 
The im palpable dust w as 
carried by the trad e winds to the is 
lands of Barbados and St. Lucia and 
turned day Into night. 
The inhabit­ 
ants became panic stricken w ith fear 
and abandoned their ordinary voca­ 
tions and devoted them selves to p ray ­ 
ers and fasting. 
This was the closing period of a so 
ries of volcanic eruptions w hich had 
lasted two years, and the direction of 
the seismic wave was not unlike th at 
which has devastated M artinique. The 
disturbance in 1812 seemed to pass un­ 
der the bed of the ocean to V enezuela. 
Caracas, the capital of th a t country, 
w as partly deset roved by an earth 
quake, and 
Id,OOO persons perished 
W ith the exception of the great Lisbon 
earthquake the eruption of the m ighty 
m ountain w as th e most frightful cata­ 
clysm known to the world up to th a t 
time. 
The whole configuration of the 
island w as changed. 
The eastern end 
sank into the sea, and w here it stood 
there Is now a great depth of w ater. 
The volcanic forces rem ained quiescent 
until 1882, nqd then tho w arning rum ­ 
ble was heard lignin, but it w as a false 
alarm , and the terrible scenes of the 
early part of the century w ere not re­ 
peated. 
Tho Island of St- Vincent lh*s IOO 
miles w est of Barbados aud betw een 
St. Lucia and the Grenadines, 
l p m 
north to south stretches a ridge of high, 
wooded hills, extending to the see on 
either wide. The Boof Here, whose erup­ 
tion recently started, is in the north 
west. 
It tow ers 8.000 feet a bove the 
sea. 
Its crater is three miles in cir 
eum ference aud 500 feet deep. 
From 
the sum m it the view on ail wides w as 
superb. E astw ard over the new crater, 
formed In 1812, tho A tlantic w as via 
Ible through the hill ranges, w estw ard 
to the blue w aters of tho C aribbean 
and on the m argin of the bay the 
quaint aud curious tow n of C hateau 
Eclair. 
T ravelers who have stood on 
the highest point describe the view of 
Morne Garou as a spectacle of aw e in­ 
spiring grandeur, wJth the vast forest 
clam bering over lofty peak and deep 
hewn glen right to the northern verge, 
where, tw enty miles off. the island dips 
under the blue waves. 
The clim ate of Bt. Vincent is unusu 
ally humid, the average rainfall being 
seven feet annually. 
But the m ortal 
ity rate is low, end the inhabitants en 
Joy excellent health. 
The soil in the 
valleys is a rich loam, well calculated 
for tile grow ing of cotton and cocoa 
palms, as well as sugar cane. Tin* av­ 
erage tem perature is 83 degrees F. in 
the highlands. 
In the low lands It 
borers between OO and 95. 
Th** island 
has been noted for the identity of the 
plumage of its bird* and for Its rare 
sjh-cSmens of Insect life. 
It Is the home of the giant tip-fly, 
whose phosphorescent brilliancy Is so 
great th at one fly will shed sufficient 
light by which to read a book or new* 
paper. 
A doser! of these insects will 
light up a large room, and the Carib* 
In the olden days used them for pur 
poses of illum ination. Unlike the birds 
in the tropics fa rth er south, the birds 
of the forests of B t Vincent are not 
only brilliantly feathered, but are po* ! 
sassed of melodious song. 
One Is a j 
sort of mountain oriole, which has a j 
note of peculiar sw eetness and won j 
derfui penetration,

BL Pierre, on tbe Island of Mar 
Unique. just destroyed by tbe terrible 
eruption of Mont Pelee, was one of 
tbe most beautiful cities In tbe West 
Indies, says tbe New fork Times, tiers 
were splendid bornes, great factories 
and magnificent estates. Tbs loss of 
tbs city means tbe destruction of mil­ 
lions of dollars' wortb of property, ac­ 
cording to men wbo bare been to St. 
Pierre and ara familiar wltb Its busi­ 
ness affairs. 
Tbere were more tban 23,000 people 
In tbe city. Of this number only some 
2,500 were white, and they were nearly 
all of French descent. The negroes of 
the Island of Martinique are of tbe best 
class of negroes, most of them baring 
been educated in the schools of Paris. 
Tbe whites are In numerous Instances 
descended from old French legitimist 
families. The people are very sharply 
divided Into “bosses’* and laboring men, 
and the bosses make up a social circle 
. entirely their own. Bo sharp is the 
line of cleavage that tbe only club for 
Europe®ns at S t Pierre was known 
simply as the White club. The negroes 
bad a dub called the Blade club. One 
of the old French families, that of tbs 
Pertnnelles, bad a palatial estate In tbe 
suburbs of S t Pierre, this being prob­ 
ably ¿he inoft notable private estate in 
the 
eatIndies. 
Tbe “bosses’* of Bt Pierre were In 
nearly every Instance engaged in tbe 
manufacture of ram, sugar or cocoa. 
Tbe rum factories are tbe most im­ 
portant, tbe article being msnnfsc 
tured from tbe sugar cane which is 
raised in great abundance in the plan­ 
tations of the neighborhood. The most 
important of tbe rom factories belong­ 
ed to M. de Gsragarrl, M. Savon and 
M. Bertt Tbe Bert! plant consisted 
of some fire distinct distilleries, vflued 
at about 1300,000. Tbe extensive sug­ 
ar plant belonging to Dr. Guerin and 
valued at about $200,000 was destroyed 
by tbs volcano some days ago, accord­ 
ing to cable advices. 
Tbe seat: of tbe government of tbe 
Island is at Fort-de-France. S t Pierre, 
however, was the chief commfrclal city 
of the island. 
The municipality was 
governed by a mayor and a council of 
twenty-seven members. 
Tbe mayor 
was M. Hyaclntbe Nicole, with Rene 
Clavlus-Msrius and Amsdee Knight as 
deputies. Tbe municipal government 
was boused In one of tbe many fine 
buildings of tbe city. 
The topography of S t Pierre was pe­ 
culiar. 
Facing tbe sea, with no land 
- protection whatever from tides. Its har­ 
bor was not a safe refuge for ships in 
time of storm. The beach was so ab­ 
rupt nevertheless that heavy draft 
steamships found it possible to go with­ 
in fifteen or twenty yards of tbe shore; 
there transferring their cargoes to 
barges and lighters, wblcb could steam 
up sod down the mile or so of beach 
directly bounding the city. Tbe build­ 
ings began within a few yards of high 
tide point sod covered tbe land. In 
spite of a very abrupt slope, for 'nearly 
a mile inland.

|o tbs water front These were cut by 
Irregular cross streets. 
The Rue de Victor Mogo was the 
principal thoroughfare. 
All of tbe 
best shops were .located, on It, ami it 
serrad aa a parade for tbe fash loti»,, 
bies when they made their appearance 
In the cool of tbe evening arrayed in 
tbe white docks. panama bats and low 
cut patent leather shoes arid the wom­ 
en either in the year old fashions of 
Paris or in tbe striking gayly cfilored 
native garb. 
French waa tbe common language 
spoken, and neariy all of tbe white 
people were of French extraction. It 
was a lively little place, and its people 
bad some of tbe Ugbt spirit end gay- 
ety of their Gallic kinsmen.

Babies were brought 
out and allowed to disport themselves, j 
while tbelr mothers cleaned tbe house­ 
hold utensils. Tbe streams being fed 
from mountain lakes, cleanliness In 
dress sod habitation wss common, even 
among tbe lowest classes. 
Back from S t Pierre about eight* 
miles, on a winding mountain road, 
was tbe fashionable native resort, 
Monte Ilonge. Here the rich residents 
bad their country homes, and It is prob­ 
able that when tbe flood of Are, lava 
and ashes came down from Mont IVlee 
these were among the first bouses de­ 
stroyed. In the season, which began 
a I tout June I, there were usually 4j000 
or 3,000 persons at Morne Rouge. 
When the bead of Mont Pelee blew 
off, the inhabitants in tbe town Mow 
bad no chance of escape. The bunting 
lava, tbe ashes and mud and the fire 
came down tbe bills as tbe water bad 
been coming for buudreds of years, 
and tbe people below were caught as 
flsb in a net Tbe only open way wss 
tbe sea, and that offered nothing but 
death by drowning. On tbe side of tbe 
town away from tbe volcano tbe trop­ 
ical undergrowth came to within a few 
yarda of the bouses, and tbe beach 
ended at tbe city limits. 


Lafcadio Hearn In bis sketch “A Mid­ 
summer Trip to tbe Tropics’* (copy­ 
right Harper Bros., 1900). describes 
tbe people of Bt Pierre, wbo are a 
race of half breeds, the finest mixed 
race In tbe West Indies, ts follows: 
“Straight as palms and supple and 
tall, these colored women and men Im­ 
press one powerfully by tbelr dignified 
carriage and easy elegance of move­ 
ment They walk wit bout swinging of 
the shoulder*: the perfectly set torso 
seems to remain rigid, yet tbe step is 
a long, full stride, and the whole 
weight la spring!ngly poised on the 
very tip of tbe bare foot Ail or nearly 
all are without aboea, tbe treading of 
many naked feet over tbe bested pave­ 
ment making a continuous, whiaperiug 
sound. 
“Perhaps tbs most novel impression 
of all Is that produced by tbe singu­ 
larity and brilliancy of tbe women’s 
costumes, especially tbelr headdress. 
It ts merely an immense madras hand­ 
kerchief, which Is folded abont tbe 
bead wltb admirable a rt libe a turban, 
one bright end, pushed through at tbe 
top In front being left sticking up like 
a plome. 
Then this turban, always 
full of bright canary color, la fastened 
with golden brooches, ooe to front and 
one at either aide. 
“As for tbe remainder' of tbe dues*, 
it to simple enough—an embroidered, 
low cut chemise with sleeves, a skirt 
or Jupe very long behind, but caught 
up and fastened in front .below tbe 
breast so ss to bring tbe hem every­ 
where to a level with tbe end of the 
long chemise, and finally a foulard or j 
silken kerchief thrown over tbe about 
dera. These jopea and foulards, how­ 
ever, are exquisite in pattern and col­ 
or-bright crimson, bright yellow, bright 
bloc, bright green. Iliac, violet roee, 
•ometlmes mingled in piatdiogs or 
checkering* or striping*, black with 
orange, sky blot with purple. 
“But few ara tbuaattirad. Tbe great­ 
er number of tbe women carrying bur­ 
dens on tbelr beeds-peddling vegeta 
bles, cakes, fruit ready cooked food, 
from door to door era eery tampiy 
dressed In a single plain raba of vivid 
colors reaching from neck to feet and 
mads with a train, but generally gird­ 
ed well up no as to «St etoss to tbo fig­ 
ure and leave the lower limbs partly 
bars and perfectly fret. 
“These woman can walk all 'day long 
up and down hill in the hot mm with- 
out abota, carrying loads of from 1(3© 
to 180 ponda oo their heajta and If

Bt. Vincent, which has also suffered 
from, the eruption of its own Bou friere 
tolcano. Is one of the most beautiful 
and picturesque Islands of the British 
West Indian group, says the New 
York Press. 
It has an area of 131 
square miles and has been described 
as on# of the flashing jewels that lie 
like a necklace around the Caribbean 
sea. Tbe la at British censúa credited 
it wltb a population of 30,000, of which 
a large majority are negroes engaged 
in tbe cultivation of sugar cane, wblcb 
la tbe principal crop. 
Two hundred 
years ago It wss the borne of tbe Carib 
Indians, wbo were induced by tbe 
Freneb to join to s revolution against 
England. 
They were crushed, and 
thousands were transported. 
llun 
dreda, rather than submit, flung them 
selves Into the sea. 
A few descend 
snts of these origins) owners of the 
island still exist on lands granted to 
them by the British government 
Bt Vincent like all the Islands In 
tbe group, is of volcanic origin and 
culminates in tbe vast crater of IIorne 
y Ciaron, which in 1812 was the scene 
of a tremendous eruption. Billions of 
tons of rock and earth wen- burled 
high Into the air. Part, as molten is vs, 
flowed down Into the sea; part, shiver­ 
ed Into thin dust, was carried high up 
intq the cloud*. 
For three davs the 
awful cntnulJJna oFnature continued. 
The dust from tbe crater so obscured 
tbe rays of the sun and brought oo a 
darkness so terrifying that the few 
survivors believed the world bad come 
to an end. The impalpable duot was 
carried by the trade winds to the Is­ 
lands of Hart «idos and 8L Lucia and 
turned day Into night. 
The Inhabit­ 
ants became panic stricken with fear 
and abandoned tbelr ordinary voca­ 
tions and devoted themselves to pray­ 
ers and fasting. 
Tlila was the closing period, of a se 
ríes of volcanic eruptions wblcb had 
lasted two year*» and the direction of 
the seismic wave was not unlike that 
which has devastated Martinique.. The' 
disturbance In 1812 seemed to pass un­ 
der the bed of the ocean to Vanesoeta 
Caracas, the capital of that country, 
was partly desetroyed by an earth 
quake, ami 10,000 persons perished 
With the exception of the great Lisbon 
earthquake the eruption of the mighty 
mountain was tbe most frightful cata, 
clysru known to the world up to |hat 
time. The whole configuration of the 
ialand waa changed. The eastern end 
sank Into the sea, and where it stood 
there is now n great depth of water. 
The volcanic forces remained quiescent 
until 1882, aqd then the warning rum 
ble was heard again, but It waa a false 
alarm, and the terrible scenes of the 
early part of the century were not re­ 
peated. 
The island of 8L Vincent lies 100 
miles west of Barbados and between 
Bt. Lncta and the Grenadines. 
From 
north to south stretches a ridge of high, 
wooded hills, extending to the see on 
either side. The Boo friere, whose erup­ 
tion recently started. It In the north­ 
west. 
It towers 3.000 feet above the 
sea. 
Its crater to three miles in cir­ 
cumference and 500 feet deep. 
From 
the summit the view on all sides was 
■uiierti. Eastward over the new crater, 
formed in 1812, the Atlantic waa vis­ 
ible through tbe hill ranges, westward 
to the blue waters of tbe Caribbean 
and on the margin of tbe bey the 
quaint and curious town of Chateau 
Be lair. Travelers who have stood on 
the highest point describe tbe view of 
Morue Garou se a spectacle of awe In­ 
spiring grandeur, wltb tbe vast forest 
clambering over lofty peek and deep 
bewn glen right to tbe northern verge, 
where, twenty miles off. tbe island dips 
under tbe blue wives. 
Tbe climate of BL Vincent to unusu 
ally humid, the average rainfall being 
•even feet annually. But the mortal 
tty rate is low, and the inhabitants cn 
joy excellent health. Tbe soil in tbe 
valleys to a rich mam, well calculated 
for the growing of cotton and cocoa 
pelma,, as well aa sugar cane. The av­ 
erage temperature la 83 degrees F. In 
the1 highlands. 
In the low la nils it 
hovers between 90 and 9G. The Island 
has been noted for tbe beauty of the 
plumage of Its birds and for its rare 
specimens of Insect life. 
It to the home of the giant firefly, 
whose phosphorescent brilliancy is oo 
great that one fly will abed auflkient 
Hgbt by wblcb to read a book or new# 
paper. A doaen of these Insects will 
Ugbt up a larga room, and tbe Caribe 
in tbe olden days uatd them for pur­ 
poses of Illumination. Unlike tbe birds 
in tbe tropics farther south, tbe birds 
of tbe foresta of Bt Vincent are not 
only brilliantly feathered, but are pos 
■eased of melodious song. 
One fa a 
sort of mountain oriole, which baa a 
note of peculiar § w etness and won 
derfui penetra tion. 
As in m* *t conntrtos where earth 
quake* are feared, the boo**# are. as 
a rule, one story ka height The more

discussion should be exhausted before 
the vote was taken. 
While the Democratic members of 
the senate declined to fix a definite 
day for a vote on the Philippine gov­ 
ernment bit I they practically consent­ 
ed In private conferences to vote not 
later than Monday, the 26th Inst. The 
Republicans themselves feel that the 
lime will not be greater than ts neces­ 
sary to conclude the debate and say 
they have never entertained any desire 
to prevent full discussion of the meas­ 
ure. 
Mr. McLaurin (Miss.) concluded his 
speech in opposition to the present 
Philippine policy of the* government, 
which, he maintained, was responsible 
for all the Ills that bad come to the 
United States tn these islands.

Contrary to popular belief, lame tins 
do not grew on the to <* as they hilt g In 
the grocery, hut with th*1 small end of 
flu' fruit pointing upward to all ap 
pearanceti upside down, 
'there Is probably no other fruit of 
•ach 
universal 
consumption 
about 
which so tittle Is known to the average 
person as the bimana. Hornet bing like 
loo, 0*10,01 nj bunches are annually eaten 
In this ‘Olintry alone, but seareely one 
man In a thousand not connected with 
the busine** knows what a banana tree 
looks Ilk**. 
The fruit Is never allowed to ripen on 
the tree, but Is cut half of three miar 
tens “full” that is, half to threes pair 
tors developed according to the dis 
ta nee It is to ho shipped, aud conies to 
maturity by feeding from the stalk, 
which contains a large amount of sap, 
I ta na nus cut in this way attain prac­ 
tically th** si me size as if allowed to 
remain on the tree, lo which case the 
lunch becomes too much of a burden 
for Its support and either falls or 
breaks the tree and ripen* on tin 
ground. 
After the cutting the plantation Is 
•‘cleaned,” which merely consists of 
levering tin' standing trunks within a 
few* feet of the ground, and a new tree 
comes forth from th** remains of Its 
predcceaaor, so that the fruit Iii all 
stages of growth Is to be found at the 
same time and the yield is continuous.

Messrs. Gaynor and Greene Now lr: a 
Montreal Hotel. 
now under I 
Montreal, May 17.—Messrs. Gaynpr 
I and Greene are guests at the Windsor 
j hotel, each guarded by a b*cal detec­ 
tive, with a force of United Stat* 
Barrat agents unofficially in reserve. 
They will not go back to Quebec, much 
as they and their friends desire it, 
and in suite of the writ of habeas cor 
pus granted by Judge Andrews of Que­ 
bec directing Chief Detective Carpen­ 
ter to return his prisoners to that 
city. 
When the Spray arrived in Montreal 
rh"* party drove to the Windsor. 
At 
7 o’clock they again left the hotel,j 
just as the pursuing force from Que­ 
bec. which had come up from Sorel 
on the Quebec boat, reached the hotel. 
Chief Carpenter took his prisoners to 
Judge Lafontaine's residence and an 
impromptu court was convened in the 
judges library, 
Mr. Carpenter hand­ 
ed his prisoners over to the Judge, 
and th e-latter, after remanding them 
for examination on Monday, commit­ 
ted them to the care of two detectives 
with permission to reside at the Wind­ 
sor. 
In the meantime High Constable 
Gale of Quebec, with the writ of ha­ 
beas corpus, was searching diligently 
for Mr. Carpenter.

Washington, May 17.—An effort was 
made by Mr. Lodge (Mass.) in the sen­ 
ate to induce the minority to fix a time 
when a vote might be taken on the 
Philippine government hill, but Mr. 
Dubois (Ida.), speaking for the Demo­ 
cratic side, did not desire to specify 
a date for the vote. 
Assurances were

ing for delay, but wished simply that, 
discussion should be exhausted before 
the vote was taken. 
While the Democratic members of 
tho senate declined to fix a definite 
flay for a vote on the Philippine gov­ 
ernment full th**y practically consent­ 
ed In private conferences to vote not 
later than Monday, the 2t>th inst. The 
Republicans themselves feel that the 
time will not he greater than is neces­ 
sary to conclude the debate and say 
they have never entertained any desire 
to prevent full discussion of the meas­ 
ure. 
Mr. McLaurln (Miss.) concluded his 
speech in opposition to the present 
Philippine policy of the* government, 
which, he maintained, was responsible 
for ail the ills that had come to the 
United States in these Islands. 
Mr. Deboe (Ky.) supported the pend­ 
ing measure in a carefully prepared 
speech, maintaining that
